It was but a few miiiutca r.fter 10 when Judge 
Gardner entered aud took his scat. Stale's At- 
torney Stills and Lawyer Trudo nerKmsIy 
paced tho floor. They had both been informed 
of the agreement of the jury, and their anx.ie- 
tyovor tho contents wag very appajeut in their 
faces and manner. 


Iinincdmtoly upon taking his seat court was 


opened, and the judge asked Bailiff Webb if

Great Diamonds. 


Some grc:it diamonds have disappeared 


—arc in retirement, so to speak; some 
have gone to pieces; others, lite tho Koh- 
i-noor, have been uuskillfuily cut, so a.-j 
to luive lost their remarkable size; and 
some, sad to relate, are suspected of im- 
posture, are believed to be crystals or 
wine-topaz, "which consists," we are told, 
"of a duo-silicate mixed with silicate of 
aluminium." This suspicion attaches, 
unfortunately, to the stone which stands 
highest on the list, the great Bragtinzii, 
wliicli is by far the largest diamond not 
only now in existence, but of which there 
ia any record, if, indeed, it is a diamond, 
It weighs over eleven ounces or 1,GSO 
carats, ia the size of a goose's eg^, and 
has been valued at £800,000,000. 
It was 


discovered about 179S, in lira/il, by three 
convicts, according to one story, and was 
sent to the Regent of Purtngal, Dom 
John, afterward John VI. 
Authorities 


differ as to its value as well iisitsgcmiiiic- 
noss. 
We have given the highest esti- 


mate; but another authority considers 
that in its present form it is'worth only' 
£5,644,800. The stone 
is rough and 


would by cutting, be reduced about two- 
thirds, or to 500 carats. 


Natural stones are prettiest in tlic-ir 


natural state, and cutting reduces them 
both in value and in weight. The Koh 
i-uoor, for example, 
when it arrivec 


in 
this 
country 
weighed 
a 


little 
over 
108 
carats. 
Before 


cutting, it looked like a very precious 
jewel; 
after 
cutting, 
besides 
losi 


weight, it came to resemble tlio prismatic 
drop of a chandelier. The Koh-i-noor is 
a grayish stone and is too thin to be of 
this finest quality; yet, oven .since it has 
been robbed of'its pi-put weight, it ' 
valued at more than £100,000. 


One of the largest diamonds in the 


world (putting aside the suspected Brag- 
nnxti) is that owned by the Sultan of Ma- 
Ian, 
i;i tho island of Borneo. 
Thisstuiio 


was found in 1787, at Ivandok', a mine in 
his country, It weighs 307 carats, but 
is uncut. 
Sir Stamford Kadles noted 


about it that, on this account, "it miiy 
be dillicult to say whether it will become 
the largest cut diamond ever known; for 
the faiuousdianiond of Aurengzeb, called 
the Mogul, in its rough .state weighed 
T'JS carats and was then valued at £000,- 
000; but when cut was reduced to 127!) 
carats." Hore we have the same ques- 
tion as to cutting restated, and cannot 
tell whether the Great Matan is to be 
reckoned really great or not. The Great 
Mogul, we may remark, has disappeared, 
(ij)d is, therefore, not in the competition. 
Neither is the Nizam, which belongs to 
the Nizam of Hyderabad and is 340 car- 
ats in its uncut state; nor the Stewart, 
whjoh weighs 288 and is the largest yet 
sent homo from South Africa. 
Next 


comes the Star of the South, which was 
found in Bru7.il, in 1853, and weighed 254 
carata; but was cut down to 125, so that 
it is surpassed by several others. 
The 


next is called Du Tint I, and, consider- 
ing that this stone weighs, since it was 
cut, no less than 244 carats, is, therefore, 
by far the largest cut diamond known.— 
London Saturday Review. 


The Culture of Mushrooms. 


Many persons regard the culture of 


mushrooms as a great mystery, On the 
contrary, it is as simple as a crop of corn, 
or cultivating a grape-vine, or a bed of 
cabbaaefl, and can be done in out-of-the- 
way places, taking but little room, and 
requiring little attention. 
Mushrooms, 


too, can be raised in winter, when no 
other crop can be, and a regular supply 
Iwil for fiimily use. 
Or, if conducted on

t:ic writer, Lieutenant James Allen, 
''even tho-lowest, moisture exists in the 
atmosphere inan invisible state; the air 
is never absolutely dry. The intervals 
between the particles' of air are partly 
lilled with the vapor that is constantly 
rising from the earth. This capacity of 


| the air for moisture has a limit, and 


when this is reached the air is said to bo 
saturated. A rise of temperature increases 
the capacity of tiie air for moisture. 
On 


the other hand a fall of temperature 
diminishes the capacity. But the capaci- 
ty of the air for moisture increases more 
rapidly than the temperature. Thus, air 
can contain at 32 degrees the IGOth part 
of its own weight, at 59 degrees the 80th 
part and at fifi degrees the 40th part, the 
law being that for every increase of 27 
degrees the capacity is doubled." 
After 


showing how the amount of vapor in tho 
air may be measured by noting the 
temperature at which the' moisture be-, 
gins to be condensed on a cold vessel the 
writer gives a full description of the dry 
and wet bulb hygrometer, and illustrates 
tlio manner in which the "dew point" 
can be ascertained by its use. 
^Regarding 


its usefulness to agriculturists he says: 
—"The ascertainment of the dewpoitit is 
of great practical importance, particu- 
larly to horticulturists, since itshows the 
point near which the descent of tho 
temperature of the air during the night 
will be arrested. 
For when the air has 


been cooled.down by radiation to this 
point dew is deposited and latent hetit is 
given out. 
The amount of heat thus set 


free being great the temperature of the 
surrounding air is immediately raised. 
The same process continues to be repeated, 
and thus the temperature of the air in 
contact with plants or other radiating 
surfaces may be considered as gently 
oscillating about the dew point. 
For if 


it raises higher the loss of heat by radia- 
tionapeedily lowers it. Thus thedewpoint 
determines the minimum temperature 
of the surface of leaves on the ground 
during the night. Tho minimum tempera- 
ture in the instrument-shelter would be 
higher than this. 


"This suggests an important practical 


use of the hygrometer. 
If the dew 


point be ascertained by it tbo approach 
of low temperatures or of frost may bo 
forneeii and provided against. 
Thus, 


suppose on a fine, clear day, toward even- 
ing, that the dry bulb is 50 degrees and 
the wet bulb 41) degrees, the dew point 
at tho time is, therefore, 20 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Frost on tho ground may then 
bo predicted with certainty, and no time 
ought to bo lost in protecting such tender 
plants as may be exposed in the open air. 
If, on the other hand, with a sky quite 
as cluar, the dry bulb is 50 degrees and 
the wet bulb 47 degrees, the dew point 
being thus 43 degrees, no I'rost need bo 
f wired. Assuming lite sky to remain 
perfectly clear of haze or clouds, the 
raising or depressing of the dew point 
during the night (usually with a change 
of wind) are the only circumstances 
that can happen to interfere with the pre- 
dictions 
founded 
on the 
hygrom- 


eter. 
Frequently the presence of haze 


at high altitudes during the night pro- 
vents tho radiation of heat from tiie earth 
and thereby the frost which otherwise 
would have occurred. ' Hoar frost is 
formed under the same circumstances as 
dew, 
with the exception of a lower tem- 


perature. 
When the tompaniture of the 


surface of plants fulls below H2 degrees 
the moisture of the air is condensed upon 
them in the solid state and forms a hirer 
of snow crystals like spongy ice. 
Hoar 


frost, therefore, is not frozen dew but the 
moisture of the air is deposited in the 
solid form, without having passed tliruu"-h 
the liquid condition. Hoar frost, like 
dew, is deposited chieily upon those 
bodies which radiate best, such as plants 
and leaves of vegetables, and the deposit 
is made principally 01; those parts which 
are turned toward the sky. 
Since plants 


sometimes become cooled by radiation 
from 12 to 15 degrees below the temper- 
ature of the surrounding air, a frost may 
occur although a thermometer a few feet 
above the ground, in an instrument-shel- 
ter, may not sink to 32 degrees. 
During 


a clear and still night, when a thermom- 
eter six feet above the ground sinks to 3G 
degrees, a heavy frost may be expected; 
a slight frost may occur when the same 
thermometer sinks or.ly to 47 degrees. 
Whatever prevents the radiation of heat 
serves also to check the formation of hoar 
I'rost. During the cold nights of spring 
plants which are sheltered by trees are 
less liable to be injured by "frost than 
those which are fully exposed, and a thin 
covering of cloth or straw will generally 
alliird entire protection. 
A garden may 


frequently be saved, from injury by kind- 
ling a small smudge fire, which will en- 
velop the plants m a cloud of smoke. 
Fogs and clouds also protect vegetation 
from the cilceis of frost."
